Al^NOUNCERs  Since  forestry  has  become  a science  of  acknowledged 
importance  In  this  country ^ many  universities  and  colleges  now  offer 
courses  of  study  leading  to  degrees  in  forestry o Most  of  the  early  day 
Forest  officers  were  men  v.»ho  gained  their  expert  knowledge  of  forestry 
in  the  hard  school  of  experience  alone But  present  day  Forest  officers 
are  thoroughly  trained  both  in  the  scientific  methods  of  conservation 
and  in  the  work  on  the  grounds  Their  preparation  covers  a period  of 
several  years  of  study  and  actual  field  experience.  However,  the 
details  of  a Forest  Officer's  job  are  far  too  diversified  to  be  completely 
covered  in  any  course  of  study®  A Ranger  must  learn  both  theory  and 
practice  and  he  must  be  prepared  to  meet  any  situation  vfhlch  may  arise 
on  his  district.  All  kinds  of  jobs  come  his  vmy,  and  today,  as  our  trip 
to  the  Pine  Cone  National  Forest  takes  us  again  to  the  ranger  station,  we
